publican commissioners of pi-nsions and 
in doing so he had the manlinecs to give 
his reasons. 


I for one would like to see congress 
give to every soldier in the unioa army 
or his family a pension, whether wound- 
ed or not, for although many returned 
unhurt, they took the sames chances, 
and willingly bore the hardships of a 
soldier's life for their love of country. 
Pensions of course should be graded ac- 
cording to disabilities but everv aoldier 
should have one, particularly now when 
the wonderful growth of our country haf; 
increased our revenue, so that no finan-

So it will be seen that the actual court 
expenses of the superior court is one 
thousand one hundred and nine dollars 
and eleven cents less for the year end- 
ing June 1, 1886, than the expense ac- 
count of the circuit court. 
Another 
thing must be borne in mind, that the 
salary of the circuit judge is paid out 
of the state treasury, while, on the other 
hand, our county has to pay each year 
out of her treasury, $2,000 of the salary 
of the judge of the superior court under 
the law. 


By an examination of, the auditor's re- 
port it will be observed that the salary 
of the judge of the superior court anc 
the allowancea made by the superior 
court to the ditch commissioners, Messrs 
Shoaff, Ely and Wiley and their assis- 
tants, some eight in number, in the 
second survey of the Little River ditch 
as ordered by Judge Frazer, is charged 
to the account of the superior court 
while in fact, they are not any part of 
this court's regular expense, as the scrib- 
bler in the Gazette well knew, when he 
made his false statement in that paper. 


All of the stationery for the use of the 
superior court during the past year was 
purchased from Kiel Bros, and Siemon 
&. Bro., so I am informed. Eeil Bros, 
bill being $25.85 and Siemon &Bro.' 
bill $1.70, making a total of $27.65 for 
stationery. 


The reason why the item for station 
ery in |the superior court account is so 
large, in addition to what was purchased 
from Siemon Bro. and Kiel Bros., result 
from the fact that it was necessary to 
print two or three copies of the report of 
the assessment of the ditch commis 
sioners in the Little River ditch case 
and other expenses of that nature, and 
this printing was charged to the station 
ery account of the supeiior comt by the 
auditor, where it properly belonged. 


The Oazette 
says that Judge Hench

appointed a special judge at $5 per day. 


This statement of the Oazette 
is

Judge Sinclair acted as special judge 
of the superior court during the absence 
of Judge Hench at his father's home in 
Pennsylvania. For this service Jndge 
Sinclair was 
allowed $35.00, as the 
voucher now on file in the auditor's 
office will show, and the law is that this 
sum ($35) will be deducted from Judge 
Hench,s salary by the proper officer. 


It may be proper to add that the 
reason why the item in the superior 
court account for special judge is larger 
than that of the circuit court was for the 
reason that Judge Hench had been at- 
torney and related to some of the parties 
who had cases pending in his court, and 
by reason of 
sickness in his father's 
family, and changes of venue, and the 
truth of these statements can be verified 
by any one who will take the time to ex- 
amine the order book of the superior 
court. 


Judge Hench first took the bench in 
the superior court on or about the 13th 
day of November, 1883. 
At that time 
there were 215 cases on its docket for 
trial. Since that about 600 new cases 
including the ditch cases have been filed 
and at the present time there are only 
93 cases pending for trial in this court.

FOR ITS DEFENDERS. 


GEN. STEPHENSON. 


Five National Homes for Disabled Sol- 
diersii-Portraits of Their Five Ctovem- 
OT«»Tltey are in Maine, Obio, Wiscon- 
sin, Virginia and Kansas. 


Tljere are eighty-two national cemeteries 
for F^eral soldiers. 
Eleven of them are in 
the ore state of Virginia, showing how the 
Old Dominion soil was fought and refought 
over, and cris-crossed with lines of blood dur- 
ing the late war. 
other 
graveyards 
of b r a v e m e n , 
some of them ly- 
ing beneath nanie- 
l e s s 
headstones, 
are 
scattered all 
over the south. 


At the close of 
the war there were 
204 g o v e r n m e n t 
hospitals 
contain- 
i n g 
s i c k 
a n d 
wounded. 
Neai'ly 
a year afterwards 
t h e r e 
were yet 
maintained thirty- 
four 
hospitals. 
Government 
meantime 
helped its 
maimed and sick soldiers as 
well as 
could be done in their 
scatr 
tered 
homes all over the Union. 
For 
one thing, it distributed among them a gigan- 
tic batch of wooden legs and arms, "free 
gratis for nothing." 
Whatsoever old soldier 
wanted an artificial limb at either end of his 
trunk got one. 


In 1866 a soldiers' national home was estab- 
lished by act of congress. A boaril of nine 
managers was constituted. 
To them was 
given authority to establish one central home 
and hospital and as many branches as they 
thought best. 
Under this authority at length 
five homes were established. 


The five homes for disabled soldiers are re- 
sijectivoly the eastern, western, northwestern, 
southern and cen- 
tral. 
'i'he eastern 
branch wtxs the first 
one started. It was 
organizt'd at Au- 
gusta, Me. The su- 
perintendent of one 
of 
thesti 
soldiers' 
homes is called a 
l^ovenior. The gov- 
ernoi- of the home 
at Augusta is Gen.

;THE SALVATION ARMY. 


ArriTia of Gen. William Booth, the Ar- 
my Organizer. 


There landed on our shores recently a com- 
mander who claims that the drum beat of his 
army can now be heard around the world. 
His forces fight under the banner of the Sal- 
vation Army, of which he was the founder. 
This commander was (Jen. Willieun Booth, a 
tail, long-haired Englishman. 
He was a 
Methodist preacher, who gave himself up to 
revival work among the masses of London. 
He found, he says, these difficulties in the 
way to his sut cess: "My first idea was simply 
to get the peoi-^e saved and send them to the 
churches. 
This. I found impracticable. First, 
they would not go when sent. 
Then again 
the churches gave my converts the cold 
shoulder because they were poor, and lastly 
we wanted the converts to assist us in saving 
others. So it was the Salvation Anny became 
a necessity. 
The four cardinal principles on 
which it was founded were these; A method 
of getting among the people; attracting them 
to us; saving them and then employing them 
to save othei-s." 


GEX. WILLIAM BOOTH. 


The story goes that it was Mi's. Gen. Bootb 
that suggested the bands, parades, flags and 
the like as mediums to draw the crowds. She 
is a Yankee by birth and carrietl to EnglamI 
a memo5-y of the enthusiasm creatt'd by a fife 
and drum Avhile enlisting soldiers for the civil 
war. At any rate, military methcxls were 
adojited in this novel Christian warfare, and 
it has met with success equal to that of a 
political campaign carried on through the 
same agencies. It ap^xjai-s there is an unborn 
desire among some of our people for military 
display and glory, and to these the Salvatioi: 
Army fills the long felt want. It gives the op- 
portunity for a ceaseless military campaign 
without the dangei- of carnage and slaughter. 


The army was organized tvventy ^-ears ago, 
but it was only six j'ears ago that an attack- 
was made on the American citadel of sin by 
the Salvationists. 
Since that time the army 
has ovei-run a great portion of the country, 
establishing forts in many of the principal 
cities, until then* outposts and sharpshooters 
have pushed their way almost to the base of 
the Roekies. 


A coujjle of years ago a revolt occurred in 
the American branch of the army. Maj. 
Moore, who was at that time in charge of 
the American forces, led in the mutiny and 
has since maintained his forces under his 
command, calling tiiemselves tlie Ainericiin 
Salvation Army. 
F m i k Smith, in charge of 
the remnants of the army that reinaineii loyal 
to Gen. Booth. teUsof this nmtiny thus: 
"Yes, ]\laj. ]\loore was in chai-ge of the army, 
but unfortunntely fell into financial fogs,

lutely necessary. 
The result of that inquiry

A r m y ,

publi'' cunfiilence. 


Many of liie offi- 
cers, accustonii'il to 
implicit obedience,-^ 
handed over to him 
the fund.^, etc.. on 
hand, and the original army was thus, as far 
as man could do it, ruined—a few corps only 
remaining. Th-s was u state of things for 
which the ])]-e\ ious history of the anny af- 
forded no jiaral lei; but left to the guidance 
of God antl a few faithful ones, we grappled 
with this new set of difllculties and rcstoreil 
order and cohesion to the broken and scattered 
remnants of the organization. 


This is the lirst visit of Gen. Booth to this 
country, and one of his chief errands is to de- 
vise some method of securing their property 
in this conntrv'so as to jirevoni, future mu- 
tinies.
